McCone's explanation of the CIA's not giving the Warren Commission Kosenko's 
report that the KfiB considered Oswald a U.S. agent 1 b that Noeenko had not been 
tested and tdc. information there: ore was not authenticated. 

There are several reason this is irrelevant. 

A1 1 axeeutdve session transcripts dealing with this question reflect the 

ommissiou's certainty that the agencies would lie to then or deceive thou, -dulies 
could not nave been tore explicit about the CIA an- the 7KI. Rankin could not liave 
been any more explicit about the FBI alone. 

So, assuming the Commission's seriousness of urpose, an entirely unwarranted 
assumption, it required every rumor no matter how wild that in any w 3 v addreoccd 
the question. 

Most ol the Investigation consistend of alleged checking out of the irrelevant.

The Counts . ion did have this report, it 
did deal with rumors it considered worthless (with Hoover as esioctar-cacider) 
and Rankin laid out the Cow- lesion' a job with' that rumor to be wiping it out, not 
investigating. So, wiping out that dirty minor in the taak the Commission s?t 
for itself. With any basis not to believe Nosenko* s report it was exactly what the 
Corn ell s s i an and t&e F3I and ClA needed. 

On the other had, if there wore any basis for Kosenko's report, especially with 
the vast FBI inspired canpaign to label Oswald as a Red, then the Conclusion certainly 
required it and it was the Commission 1 ®, not the ClA f s or FB^s job to determine 
validity. 

Xo put thia uiiotnar way, the only reasonable int^rpretatuoii of the fail are 
to £lvo the iiosenko report to the CoamiBaion is that the agencies did not believe 
it to be false or untrustworthy. 

Each know its own people. If each had no concern, then each agency had a great 
vested interest in disproving the Aoeenko report. 

Another possiola reason, for both agencies' withholding of this Nosenko report 
is that neither ante! to end the the-R 3 ds*did-it propaganda that gave all the other 
ofiicial iicticno a semblance of credibility. Nosenko said the Suujians aid not trust 
Oswald, believed he was an agent, ana were ousting him until he slashed hia wriat. 

If they don t trust him, now can he be theirs? 

Almost all nf Hoover's file iastgcatlons in thi? case are under Oswald and Russia, 
with no reason for Russia or the also common Cuba. He began that way. he was not 
about to j «nk one of hie best bits of proiieganda, propaganda that extended even to 
his file designations. 

hefectors were handled by the CIA division that also handlsa CIA relations 
with the Warren Commission- Angleton'a. Most of it was through a man who resigned 
with Angle ton, Raymond koooa. But hoover had mo complication like hcCcne claima, 
having to authentioate Nosenko firet. hoover did most of the Commission's investi- 
gating. H is unlikely that on agent in Tussia could bo Hoover 3. So his failure 
to pass this on could not be because he bus acted it was one of his boys. 

However, this knowledge could have been of use to “cover after Oswald returned. 

For Hoover 3 , not ‘'onuaiaaion purposes. It rode blackmailing Oswald «aay. Automatic. 

Another and simpler view is that nothing KcCone said is sensible except as 
still another covorup. u e gave no reason for not letting the Coomia: ion know but 
he got this impression accrosa, that tolling the Commission would have been wrong.
